particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

What is a "sufficient width to accommodate means for serially 
cutting...", or "sufficiently large to allow a tool ... to define ... on a 
single machine set up"? 

In claim 1 1 , how "thin" is a "hub opening . . . axially thin 
enough that the narrow ends of the conical elements can be directly 
formed together"? 

These limitations are also essentially product-by-process 
limitations of little weight in an article claim.
